second roll,-- 

3) Claim 3, line 5, the word -means— has been inserted after the word "coreshaft". 

4) Claim 4, line 8, the word "a", between the words "said" and "motor", has been deleted. 
Further, on line 8, the phrase —drive means— has been inserted between the words "motor" and 
"being". 
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5) Claim 6, lines 1-2, the phrase "means to remove said first roll after the splicing cycle" 
has been replaced with the phrase --roll transport vehicular means-. 

6) Claim 8, line 2 5 the word "the", between the words "raise" and "carriage", has been 
replaced with the word -a-. On line 3, the word "a", before the word "roll", has been replaced 
with the word -said-.

On line 6, the word "a", before the word "splicing", has been replaced 
with the word —said--. On line 7, the phrase —said operative arm- has been inserted between the 
words "and" and "means".
